O rdinarily wh en a debtor appears be­ 
fore a long tim e creditor th ere is no 
questioning of th e U nited States coin 
in wh ich th e debt is to be paid, but 
th e w ide possibilities possessed by an 
arbitrary creditor in stipulating just 
w h at coins and in w h at am ounts h o 
will receive pay m ent are enough al­ 
m ost to discourage borrowing. 
You can’t force a mean creditor to 
take more th an 25 cents’ w orth of nick­ 
els or 25 cents’ w orth of copper cents. 
If y ou could get as m uch as $5 w orth 
of old silver th ree cent pieces of an­ 
oth er generation y ou could unload $5 
w orth on h im, just as h e would h ave to 
take $5 w orth of th e silv er five cent 
pieces and $5 w orth of th e obsolete 
tw enty cent 
pieees, wh ich made so 
much Tro uble in th e late seventies. B ut 
y ou can pay out $10 in silver dim es 
and silver quarters and silver h alf dol­ 
lars. T h e trade dollars, of w h ich th ere 
are a few still coming into th e treasury 
of th e U nited States for redem ption, 
are w orth noth ing, w h ile th e standard 
dollar is an unlim ited legal tender, as 
Is th e old “dollar of our dads,” th e first 
of wh ich w as coined in 171)4 and th e 
last in 18 73. 
Coins th a t virtually h ave disappear­ 
ed from circulation are gold th ree dol­ 
lar ja.ml one dollar pieces, th e trade dol­ 
lar of silver, th e nickel th ree cent 
h e copper tw o cent piece, th e 
copper h alf cent and silver th ree and 
five cent pieces.—O m ah a W orld-Her- 
aid.

And {80 it happened th at affairs drift­ 
ed to a position where the occu pation 
and fortification of Port Arthu r was 
wrong for Japan bu t rig ht for Ru ssia, 
according to the policy of Ru ssia and 
Germany and France, 
These circu mstances are recalled 
now by the u tterances of pu blic senti­ 
ment in France, to the effect that it 
is ag ainst western policy to permit 
Japan to retain Port Arthu r. It is 
noticed that the French g ov ernment 
howev er, disav ows this attitu de.

The 
crew will cover a mile of track a day , 
catting 
off 
and re erecting about 
thirty -tw o poles each day . 
As it is 
150 miles to Marshalltown, it will take 
nearly five months for the completion 
of the woik.
